Fleet Insurance Barred

‘ is the spread of education. Every important organization 
within the automotive industry is now lending, its aid toward 
educating its members and the general public in the demands

mobile Chamber of Commerce has done notable work through 
its traffic committee. 

More and more it is coming to be accepted that the 
one way to obtain permanent amelioration of the aceident 
situation is to educate the public in what each individual 
must do to avoid trouble. By going into the schools the 

F children are reached at an impressionable age, and im 
time they are going to get an instinctive understanding 
of what safety first really means. ; 

Properly to carry on this work demands the services of 
a trained expert to direct the educational campaign, which 
‘alone can check the rising tide of accidents.- It is a pleasure 
to note in a recent issue of The Automotive Daily News that 
New York University, in co-operation with the American 
Museum of Safety, is establishing a course in accident pre- 
vention. The object of this course is to train men to take 
the direction of safety work for towns and cities. A corps 
of experts have been retained as instructors, and those who 
finish the course will be equipped to direct accident preven- 
tion campaigns anywhere in the country. 

This is really good news, because one of the factors that 





have limited accident prevention work has been the absence | 


of trained men to direct it. When every city in the country 
has a Doctor of Safety to plan and develop ‘its campaign to 
decrease accidents, we shall begin to’register real progress 
in reducing our lists of killed and injured.

Washington, Aug. 21.—The mar- 
ket for automotive products in Ar- 
| gentina during the second quarter 
jof. this year slowed down consid-

| However, prospects for- good 
|erops are reported to be bright, 
and importers are placing heavy 


orders for cars. Stocks are con- 
siderably ahead of sales, a total 
of some 43,900 passenger cars be- 
ing imported during the last nine 
months. Of these, only 8,000 were 
imported during the second quar- 
ter, when sales were only fair. 
Competition is keen, but lies almost 
entirely among American cars. 

The market for motor trucks, 
although slackening a bit during 
the second quarter, does not show 
as much decrease in imports and 
sales as the passenger car market. 
Total imports during the first 
quarter were 2,455, of which 2,359 
were of American make, while im- 
ports of the second quarter 
amounted to 2,080, of which 1,990 
were shipped from the United 
States. The total sales for this 
year largely will depend on crop 
conditions during the latter morths 
of, this year. The demand for 
heavy-duty trucks continues to be 
small, a preference being for the 
light and low-priced American 
trucks of local assembly. 


CANADIAN DURANT CO. 
EXPORT TRADE GROWING 


Montreal, Aug. 21.—The Cana- 
dian Durant Company this week 
shipped twenty-four cars to Aus- 
tralia. General Manager Kirby, 
who has returned from New York, 
where he attended the annual di- 
rectors’ meeting, announces that 
the Ganadian factory will export 
600 cars in September. 

It is now estimated that the 1927 
sales year will show an export 
business of close to 6,000 cars, 
while domestic business is estimat- 
ed at 10,000 cars. Officials believe 
that the Canadian factory can 
operate with a substantial profit 
on 10,000-car production basis.
